What percent is an outcross? It is just as effec- 
tive, perhaps more, outcrossing through the 
female side as through the sire. 


A question I am asked nearly every day .. . “after 
a bull like Bapton Constructor where do you go to 
follow?” We began asking ourselves that question the 
day we bought Constructor. Further, should the bull 
to follow be a complete outcross or should he carry 
similar bloodlines? Rarely would one find a complete 
outcross since all our better Shorthorns have common 
heritage .. . and if a breeder had to have a complete 
outcross in the second generation obviously he had 
the wrong bull to start with. The better route is to 
come on with a bull of related bloodlines, perpetuating 
the strength of the original line and blending it with 
other genes in various lines of the pedigree. 


Here is where we come to the big fallacy. For 
years breeders on this continent have considered it 
ideal to follow a sire with a bull different in bloodlines 
on the top (sire) side and to make the tie-in through 
related lines on the dam’s side. 


It is just as effective . . . perhaps more . . . to 
keep related bloodlines on the sire’s side and to make

the outcross through great females. The only problem 
is that many breeders fail to recognize how much of a 
concentration they need on the sire’s side . . . and how 
much outcross can be introduced through the female 
side. 


Let us examine, too, the power of a sire and ask 
ourselves if it isn’t better to line-breed to a powerful 
bull through the top line (sire’s side) than to just try 
to pick up these relationships here and there in the 
pedigree in a haphazard manner. 


For example, Bapton Constructor, powerful as he 
was, sired some sons that were better individuals and 
sires than he was himself. These sons in turn sired 
better bulls than they themselves. If this were not 
the case, the breed would always have to look back- 
ward and never move forward. We believe, for example, 
Louada Rothes King is both the greatest individual and 
greatest sire ever to set foot on Louada. 


Bapton Constructor’s own family is filled with 
powerful females. This is his full sister, Bapton 
Augusta Genevieve, Reserve Grand Champion, 
Royal Highland and Great Yorkshire, 1963. She 
traces to Kirkton Baronet, Calrossie Welcome 
twice. 
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Bapton Constructor himself was not produced by a cold outcross. 
He was bred through skillful mating. Note on page 11 the blending 
of Calrossie Welcome and Kirkton Baronet on both sides in the third 
and fourth generations. 


Let me ask you a question. If you had a bull as 
great as Bapton Constructor would you just use him 
one generation, keep daughters, then scrap the blood 
by diluting continuously generation after generation? 
We think not. 


Our program is to re-introduce Constructor blood 
through sons, grandsons, and great-grandsons bringing 
outcross blood in through the female lines . . . families 
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we know to be stock bull producers. Study the pedigree 
of Louada Rothes King on page 11. Through his dam 
we have the Queen of Rothes family, known for genera- 
tions as the breed’s greatest stock bull producers. His 
dam’s sire, Tolquhon Pole Star, is a full brother to 
Tolquhon Princess Molly, 1959 Perth supreme cham- 
pion female, purchased by Calrossie in an effort to raise 
a stock bull (originally these were the A. J. Marshall 
Princess Royals). Through King’s sire, Louada Bona- 
parte, we obtain the Millhills Blood Royals, and no 
family has been greater bull producers at Louada. 


Thus, Louada Rothes King, is an outcross bull. He 
contains only 25% of the blood of Bapton Constructor.

His sons out of Bapton Constructor cows would con- 
tain 37% Constructor blood . . . and this is the nick 
that is giving us many of our most powerful bulls. A 
son of King out of a Constructor dam used in a herd 
on granddaughters of Bapton Constructor would pro- 
duce calves 43% of Constructor blood ... and in my 
opinion this would be exactly the right way to perpetu- 
ate the influence of this powerful line in any herd. 


While Louada Rothes King has just 25% Con- 
structor biood and we would not want him to 
have any less ...I have the feeling because we have 
never properly explained this, many people consider 
him a Constructor bull. Maybe it’s because he is big 


and powerful and has those best features of Con- 
structor. 


Outcrossing for its own sake is often nothing more 
than a merchandising gimmick . . . we watched a bit 
of this in Scotland and nothing but disaster resulted. 
They forgot Calrossie Welcome was an outcross bull 
himself and best results came from blending Welcome 
genes in line... breeding grandsons to granddaughters 
and bringing the outcross in through the female sides 
with Kirkton Baronet and Calrossie Highland Leader 
by Kirkton Baronet. 


However, I do not wish to preclude the use of 
a bull even further an outcross than Louada Rothes 
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Calrossie Welcome, an outcross bull, a highly successful sire, badly 


needed Kirkton Baronet daughters to succeed. This nick produced 
Calrossie Constellation (sire of Constructor); Calrossie Armada, used 
at Louada; Calrossie Prefect; Calrossie Highland Piper; Calrossie White 
Emblem, and other well known sires. When this Baronet-Welcome 
combination was blended on both sides of the pedigree further im- 
provement was worked. 


Kirkton Baronet, a Lawton Field Marshal son, 
produced daughters that nicked with Calrossie 
Welcome and also produced sons whose daugh- 
ters nicked with Welcome. Bapton Constructor 
resulted from such a blend working from both 
sides of the pedigree.

King. We will no doubt use King sons out of un- 
related females and these would be just 12% Bapton 
Constructor blood. It is a little hard to imagine finding 
a stock bull that would carry less. Peopie wondered 
what I meant a year ago when I said Glamis Benefactor 
was less of an outcross for us than Louada Rothes King, 
but if you will study Benefactor’s pedigree on page 
19 you will note he traces to Welcome four times. Yet, 
he, not King, was considered the “outcross” bull for 
us simply because the top line was different. 


This does not mean we will never buy a bull of 
totaily different bloodlines . . . and if he shows the 
potential of being another Bapton Constructor they 
will have a hard time outbidding Louada .. . and 
we will welcome the opportunity to bring still another 
genetic ingredient into the Louada brew. Until then, 
however, we will move forward by outcrossing through 
such female lines as the Queen of Rothes, Millhills 
Blood Royals, etc. We are trying the occasional out- 
cross, but we believe the thinking breeder needs to 
prove the outcross before he goes on to the job of 
selling it to others. 


Most people understand the problem with the bull 
produced by an outcross mating. He sometimes hus a 
tendency to breed erratically, big and little, because 
he is the result of completely different genes. Bapton 
Constructor himself was no cold outcross, going on both 
the top and bottom side to Kirkton Baronet and Cal- 
rossie Welcome two and three times. No breed of 
livestock would get anywhere with just continuous out- 
crosses. 


Line-breeding has too often received a black eye 
because of straight half-brother-half-sister matings where 
just “pretty good” sires were used. Far too often the 
reason for doing this was simply to avoid buying a 
new bull — a very unsound reason. The results often 
ran to fine bone, long legs, bad heads, etc. This is

entirely different than the man who buys good bulls 
of the same bloodline with the sincere purpose of 
breeding good cattle. For example, using three succes- 
sive bulls by the same sire would result in calves only 
7/16 or 43% of that sire’s blood. 


It goes without saying that line-breeding to some- 
thing fundamentally weak only results in fine bone, 
bad heads, and the like. The time to line-breed is 
when one has a powerful line such as the Constructors 

. . and, of course, using the very best of that line. 
This is really the true test of any bloodline. I can say 
in all sincerity that in all the intensified matings of 
Bapton Constructor blood we have never had any 
indication of structural weakness. Intensification of this 
blood increases the power. Since bulls leaving here are 
mated to females of varied families, even where a 
Constructor bull follows a Constructor bull, the problem 
is getting enough of the blood rather than too much.

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TRAIN AND PLANE INFORMATION 


By air ... Chicago to Toronto 
Trans-Canada Airlines has about eight flights a day — each way 
— between Chicago and Toronto, leaving from O’Hare Airport. 


By air... from other points 
In the eastern part of the country, there are direct flights to 
Toronto from New York and Cleveland. Excellent service also 
from the Canadian West and East. 


By rail 5 
You can take a sleeper out of Chicago to Toronto and return the 
same way. Trains generally leave Chicago about 8 p.m. and 
arrive in Toronto early morning. The train from Toronto 
fo Chicago leaves about 10 p.m. 


By automobile ... 


The present super-highway system makes the drive a good deal 
easier than ever before. We would like to point out, however, 
that the cost of a round trip airline ticket from Chicago-Toronto 
is only about $55. Rail about the same. Traveling alone it is 
difficult to beat this by car. 


By rail . . . Toronto-Peterborough 
There is good service but there are changes in schedules and 
we shall not attempt to give you times here. If you have traveled 
to Toronto by train and find that you can make a good connec- 
tion on to Peterborough, it will probably be best for you to do 
so because it is a fast train. However, if you are to encounter 
a long delay, we would pefer that you call the farm (Buckhorn, 
Ont. A.C. 705 657-8792) and we will arrange to pick you up with 
others coming from the airport. Coming back from Peterborough 
to Toronto there are generally trains at times that will enable

you to make your connections, but in the event you cannot 
find a convenient connection we will see to it you have 
transportation to Toronto. 


Meeting you in Toronto 
We will be happy to meet your plane. It is about a two hour 
drive to the farm. Try to arrive early enough so you won’t miss 
the affair at the farm Sunday afternoon and evening. Please ad- 
vise us in advance of your arrival time. Then you should report 
to the flight information desk Trans-Canada Airlines. A represen- 
tative of Louada will be nearby. If you miss connections call the 
farm at Buckhorn, Ontario, A.C. 705 657-8792. 
If you are coming by train, you may find it just as convenient to 
continue by train from Toronto to Peterborough. However, if 
this doesn’t work out call the farm and we will include you in the 
cars coming from the airport. 
Cars will also be going back to the airport after the sale. 


Cars from Peterborough 
If you are without transportation upon arriving in Peterborough, 
contact the farm. On sale day cars will leave from the motel area 
at approximately 8:30 a.m. and 9:00 a.m. 
All train and plane information given here is approximate. 


Be sure to check with your ticket agent for exact times. 
Because schedules change we cannot quote exact times.
